BUSINESS—Still going up. That’s 
the phrase for almost everything in 
the business picture. Exports drop- 
ped for February, naturally, but 


even in that field non-agricultural : 


items showed a gain, though not 
enough to offset big drops in farm 
exports. Department store sales 
dropped slightly, too, but that’s in 
comparison to the week that, in 
1940, led up to Easter. Otherwise, all 
is on the “up” side. Non-agricultur- 
al employment in February hit 36,- 
584,000—highest February level on 
record. Refrigerator sales set new 
high for February. Freight car 
loadings at best level since Novem- 
ber 9, 1940, and highest for any com- 
parable week since 1930. Furniture 


trade orders for February were 46! 


per cent above the same month of 
last year, and the best for any Feb- 
ruary since 1929. Steel ingot produc- 
tion running at 99% per cent of ca- 
pacity—and hitting 102% in some 
plants in Chicago area. Buying of 
new freight cars by railroads is at 
best rate since 1930, may exceed 100,- 
000 cars this year. 

PATRONAGE PREVAILS—While 
71 per cent of the present federal 
employees were selected on the basis 
of fitness, and 650 cities have adopt- 
ed the merit system, only a neglig- 
ible few American counties have 
availed themselves of this modern, 
effective hiring policy, according to 
@ report by Mrs. Melville Muckle- 
stone, president of the National 
Consumers Tax Commission. ‘“Pat- 
ronage dies hard in counties,” she 
declared. She cited the case of big 
Cuyahoga county, Ohio, were two- 
thirds of the present 2,500 workers 
got their jobs through political fa- 
vor “despite the fact that for 28 
years Ohio law has required all the 
county employees to be selected on 
the basis of tested merit.” 

SIGNS OF THE ‘TIMES’—A fa-

Paradox is that one famous 
e@larm clock making company has 
turned down an order for 175,000 
bell-ringers, from England, because 
it’s using the brass it has on hand 
to make inexpensive wrist watches 
instead. They can produce 10 wrist 
watches—the brass parts—with the 
amount of that metal one alarm 
clock would take. On the other 
hand, the outlook is for a consider- 
eble rise in the general level of 
watch prices, possibly even a dis- 
appearance of the time-honoreed 
“dolar” variety. 

CHEMURGIC HEYDAY—As de- 
mands of detense put greater pres- 
sure than ever upon our raw mater- 
ials resources, farm “chemurgy”’ is 
coming to the fore. It means the use 
of agricultural products for the cre- 
ation, via chemistry, of industrial 


commodities, like wall-boards and | 


plastics. At the national meeting of 
the chemurgic council in Chicago, 
Harold W. Delzell, development en-

was lustily alive for all that....Pop’s say- 
tings and doings....how he dosed his pains 
with bootleg liquor, for these were the days 
of Prohtbition....and something of the 
Mother, who died when Kitty was still sust 
@ Iittle girl. and something of Ed, the 
brother old enough to be her father, and of 
Denny and Mac, the younger brothers, also 
older than herself. 


The back yard was fun. People 
sometimes smile at Philadelphia, but 
almost every house in Philly has a 
yard of its own, no matter how 
small. The back yard and the front 
Btoop are what I remember best. It 
was more than a stoop, a regular 
porch, with a thick blanket of white 
rambler. On the posts were two 
rusty screw-eyes, ever since the days 
they had a gate there to keep me 
from falling off the steps. “(ood 
old Kitty,” Pop said. “Whenever 
she sees a place to fall off of she 
runs right at it.” 

In the yard, below the kitchen 
windows, was a wisteria vine on a 
trellis. Sunday mornings when 
Mother went to church and Mac 
slept late, the old man used to sit 
in a wicker chair under the arbor 
and read the Public Ledger. I was 
given the gray shawl to spread on 
the grass and. study the comics. 
When Mother got away Pop winked 
at me and said “See if you can get 
the Pope’s telephone number.” I 
knew where he kept it; it was his 
bottle of Vat 69. 

He was pretty ‘well crippled with 
arthritis. Mac learned from. the 
doctor how to ease him the way a 
trained nurse does. Mac would 
stand with his feet braced against 
Pop’s and hold out both hands. The 
old man would grab them and Mac 
would swing him up; they’d sway 
together like they were wrestling, 
poor old Pop growling with pain. 

Under the arbor, specially if he 
could smell dinner getting ready, 
he'd sing some of those old Scotch- 
Irish songs. 1: never knew what 
they were al] about, but when I had 
oatmeal he’d hum: 

Boa bee ae es 

King Jamie had a daughter dear 

A gave her to an Oranger. 

I wasn’t sure what was an Uranger 
except it was something that an- 
noyed the Church of Rome and gave 
Pop an extra celebration in July. 
The Twelfth, he said, was three 
times as good as the Fourth. He 
celebrated the Fourth for his sons, 
but the Twelfth for his father. 

He never got tired telling me how 
he gave the boys their first cricket 
lessons on the grass patch in the 
yard. Even when he was half crip- 
pled he still mowed and weeded the 
old batting crease where the wicket 
stood. “That’s where I taught Denny 
to step out to it,” he said. Dennis, he 
seems more like an uncle than a 
brother, he’s 21 years older than 
me, was raised in the last great 
age of Philadelphia cricket. Pop 
never forgot that Denny once played 
for the Gentlemen of Philadelphia 
against some English club that was 
touring. I think he was really a 
ringer. 

_ | suppose Philly is the last place 
in America where it still matters to 
be a gentleman. Of course the old 
man wasn’t, but he was on intimate 
terms with gentlemen on account of 
cricket. At the clubs, and at the 
big private school where he was 
coach, he knew all the Rittenhouse 
Square crowd when they were just 
oys. He was invited to cricket club 
dinners and _used to sing Irish songs 
for them. There’s nobody so snobby 
about keeping up social hedges as 
somebody who isn’t himself quite the 
real McKay. For Pop, men who 
didn’t know about cricket hardly ex- 
isted. Even foxhunting or harriers 
or polo were pretty middle class:

When 
you shook the ball she was  sur- 
rounded by a whirling blizzard, then 
gradually it would settle down and 
was clear and peaceful. I took that 
with me and have it yet. The castle 
came to mean Wyn and the Main 
Line, and J say “Hello, little girl 
on a sleighride.”
